Bell, Muir, 
and Skirving, the preſent Preſident, Vice-Preſi- 


dent, and Secretary, of the Edinburgh General 


Aſſociation of the Friends of the People, were re- 
queſted to officiate in thele ſeveral capacities, until 
dhe powers of the Delegates ſhould be verified.

Mr. Muir roſe, to read a printed paper, which 
had been ſent from Ireland, intitled, Addreſs of 
the United Iriſhmen in Dublin, to the Delegates 
for Reform in Scotland ; the reading of it was op- 
poſed in point of form, the ſame not being before 
the Houſe; but the Addreſs bein g declared a maſ- 
terly performance, and a Declaration that afforded 
the moſt flattering evidence of the union and phi- 
lanthropy of the Friends of Reform in Ireland, the 
reading of it was univerſally called for. After 
reading the ſame, the Conyention paſſed to > the 
Order of the Day.

to thoſe in the town and neighbourhood, for the 
care and attention ig the cauſe which they had 


manifeſted, in aſſembling ſo opportunely and pro- 
| perly, a Convention of the Societies of the FRIENDS 


or Thx PxoPLE. And to this the country Dele- 
gates heartily conſented. 


The Prefident then addreſſed the Delegates, 


exhlorting them to perſevere in the great and 
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good cauſe in which they had embarked, until 
their object ſhould be completely attained. 


The warm approbation, with which the Con- 
yention received this ſentiment, ſufficiently ex- 


preſſed their concurrence in it, and their firm de. 
termination to perſevere. EE
